Dear Eric: 


I am in receipt of your recent letter regarding photography for your 1913 Indian Head Nickel in 
copper. 


Sometimes, copper coins (especially if very dark) require a tremendous amount of intense 
lighting in order to get a good photograph. I have been doing coin photography for nearly 30 
years and have not yet had a coin that I could not get successfully photographed (except for some 
in slabs). 


I occasionally get to St. Louis, but currently have nothing planned. I will probably be at the 
Philadelphia ANA convention, but I normally don’t take my camera to coin shows because the 
background lighting conditions in the bourse area can adversely affect the results of the color and 
contrast of the prints or slides. My best shots are done here at the offices of Mid-American Rare 
Coin Galleries (where I work full-time) or at my home here in Lexington where I can control the 
lighting. I can also do quality work in a room where all outside lighting (like sun light, etc) can 
be eliminated. 


Another option: I could come to you and set up my equipment in St. Louis, but the costs 

involved to shot only one coin would make this cost prohibitive - unless you desired additional 
photography services at the same time. Over the years I have done many quality jobs “‘in the 
field” for companies like RARCOA, David Akers, PCGS, Heritage, Hancock and Harwell, etc. If 
this interests you, please advise. I know you have many coins in your museum and I feel I could 
provide quality photography for any or all of them. My rates are very reasonable, too.
